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1 . The amendment filed 06 Oct 10 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

The newly received specification is rife with new matter. For example, in the 
paragraph spanning pages 1 and 2, the recitations that "these screw threads are widely 
employed in static applications as fasteners as with bolts and nuts" and "the 60 degree 
angle" and "Manufacturing techniques and processes were employed to adapt the 3/8"- 
16 threads per inch screw threads for use as translation threads" are all new matter. 
The remainder of the specification also contains numerous instances of new matter that 
did not appear in the original specification, original drawings or original claims. The 
specification and abstract should be carefully reviewed to remove all new matter. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention, as discussed above. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones 
(5,784,942) in view of Johnson (4,956,189) and Lee et al.(4,721 ,625) 
Jones shows; 

A means for slicing having a cutting element (116), 
a drive spindle (108), 

Jones discloses that his drive spindle should have "greater than about 10 threads 
per inch" (line 33, column 4) to yield chips less than 0.1 inches" thick. While this puts 
Jones in the same range as Applicant, it does explicitly disclose the 16 threads per inch 
claimed by Applicant. However, it is clear from Jones that the pitch of the threading 
would correlate to the thickness of the potato slice. Examiner takes Official Notice that 
there are a variety of thicknesses currently available in the potato chip market. For 
example, Johnson suggests 0.062 inches (line 41 , column 4), which correlates to about 
16 threads per inch. As a further example, Lee suggests 0.05-0.075 inches (line 6, 
column 3), whose midrange correlates to about 16 threads per inch. Given this known 
desire to create various thickness potato chips, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to have modified Jones by setting his threading for a known chip thickness, 
such as 0.062, resulting in 16 threads per inch. 

The use a of a 3/8 inch spindle, as opposed to a % inch or 1 / 2 inch spindle, yields 
no unexpected results and can be selected by the manufacturer based on the desired 
expense and durability. 
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5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M PEP
